The season which commemorates the 
death and resurrection of Jesus Christ is 
universally regarded as the chief of 
Christian festivals. The word “Easter” 
occurs only one time in the New Testa- 
ment. It is derived from the name of the 
Anglo-Saxon or Norse goddess of spring. 
The French name “paque,” as well as 
similar names in other languages, is de- 
rived through the Greek from the Ara- 
mean “pascha,” which signifies “passing 
over.” In apostolic times the Christians 
continued to celebrate the Jewish Pass- 
over, which gave to the feast a Christian 
significance. Between the Jewish Chris- 
tians and the Gentile Christians there 
arose very early a dispute as to the prop- 
er date of the celebration of the resur- 
rection. The former adhered to the 14th 
day of the month Nisan, while the latter 
adopted the Sunday following as the day 
commemorative of the resurrection. A 
wide variation soon arose in the date ob- 
served in the churches. Easter is now cel- 
ebrated on the first Sunday after the full 
moon which follows the vernal equinox. 
If that full moon falls on a Sunday, 
Easter is the following Sunday. 


In addition to the ecclesiastical observ- 
ances of Easter, numerous ancient pagan 
customs have persisted in more or less al- 
tered form. These latter are such as were 
connected with the primitive spring fes- 
tival celebrating the return of the god- 
dess of spring, and the signs of the re- 
birth in the world, thus has come the 
Easter egg and the Easter rabbit legends 
and customs. 


The day has been celebrated so lightly 
among Christians until the flowers and 
fun and other things to make one happy 
have almost taken the place of the deep 
appreciation of the resurrected Christ. It 
is good to give flowers and to decorate 
the churches to make one happy but this 
should all be done in commemoration of 
the resurrection which means so much to 
Christians. 

Luke 24:1-9, “Now upon the first day 
of the week, very early in the morning, 
they came unto the sepulchre, bringing 
spices which they had prepared, and cer- 
tain others with them. And they found 
the stone rolled away from the sepul- 
clire. And they entered in, and found not 
the body of the Lord Jesus. And it came 
to pass, as they were much _ perplexed 
thereabout, behold, two men stood by 
them in shining garments: and as they 
were afraid, and bowed down their faces 
to the earth, they said unto them, Why 
seek ye the living among the dead? He 
is not here, but is risen: remember how 
he spake unto you when he was yet in 
Galilee, saying, The Son of man must be 


delivered into the hands of sinful men, 
and be crucified, and the third day rise 
again. And they remembered his words, 
and returned from the sepulchre, and 
told all these things unto the eleven, and 
to all the rest.” 

“Upon the first day of the week.” Je- 
sus arose on the first day of the week. 














It is the beginning of the celebration of 
His resurrection and the Christians began 
to worship after this on the first day of 
the week. They gathered to break bread 
and to pray. This is the beginning of the 
Church dispensation. 


It is said that these good women came 
when it was dark to bring the spices that 
they had prepared. Surely they must have 
been inspired by faith to make this prep- 
aration because the tomb was sealed and 
the Roman guards were there. The wom- 
en could not have rolled the stone away 
and the guards would not have allowed 
them to open the sepulchre if it had been 
possible. But the faith that inspires all 
Christian service and is the keynote that 
unlocks all the blessings of life to the 
human family, was in the bosoms of 
these precious women. 

Two men stood by in white apparel as 
they made their inquiry, and told them 
that Jesus was not there, that He had 
risen. It seems that the Lord had sent the 
angels to roll the stone away and to break 
these glad tidings to the good women. It 
does state that there was an earthquake 
and some seem to think that the earth- 
quake was the cause of the stone being 
moved, but we know that the earthquake 
did not bring the angels and we are sure 
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that God sent the earthquake as a token 
of His power and to call the attention 
of the people to the glorious resurrection 
of His Son. There was nothing left un- 
done that would bring truth and increase 
the evidence of the resurrected Christ. 

The women hastened back to tell the 
disciples but Mary showed her usual in- 
terest in Christ by lingering near the 
tomb and she was rewarded for her faith- 
fulness. She met one whom she supposed 
to be the gardener and when He spoke 
to her she said, “If you have moved the 
body of Jesus tell me.” Jesus called her 
name and she recognized His voice. 
There is always a special reward for 
those who continue seeking for Christ. 

When news reached the apostles, Peter 
and John ran together to the sepulchre. 
As they arrived at the place they found 
the grave clothes. Jesus left His grave 
clothes because He would not need 
them any more. This was His final res- 
urrection. Lazarus came forth dressed in 
his robe because he was to die but Jesus 
was triumphant over all that pertained 
to earth. As they returned to the com- 
pany and reported, the Bible says it 
sounded as idle tales to them, they did 
not believe. 

The next are two sad-hearted disciples 
on their way to Emmaus. As they talked 
Jesus drew near and went with them. It 
seemed that they did not recognize Je- 
sus and .He inquired into the reason of 
their sadness. They exclaimed that He 
must be a stranger, then they rehearsed 


the sad story of the crucifixion. He en- 


tered into their conversation, quoting 
many scriptures. They expressed their 
cherished hope that Jesus was the One 
that should redeem Israel, and expressed 
their belief that this hope was crushed. 
The stranger revealed the secret of their 
sad hearts. They were slow to know and 
believe. He turned them to the scrip- 
ture and began to quicken their faith 
by the Word which revealed Christ in 
their hearts. Their hearts burned with- 
in them and as they drew near to the 
village they invited Him in to stay with 
them. The Bible says they constrained 
Him. They were hungry for this new 
fellowship that they had found in 
this companion. The Bible says their 
eyes were holden that they should not 
know Him and as they began to partake 
of the evening meal Jesus was revealed 
to them in the breaking of the bread and 
then He vanished away. They returned 
to Jerusalem ‘and with joy related their 
experience to the disciples and the good 
women. They declared, “The Lord has 
risen indeed.” It was a glad message to 
those sad hearts and no doubt it made 
a greater impression upon them than the 
report of the morning happening. 

There are so many proofs of Jesus’ re- 
surrection. He appeared next to them 
while they were within closed doors, and

blessed and comforted them. It is strange 
that so many rumors went out from 
among the Jews to discredit the resur- 
rection. Christ proved Himself by many 
infallible proofs and the apostles and 
followers of Jesus were eyewitnesses to 
these things, and nothing could dis- 
credit or make them doubt the true res- 
urrection of their Christ. 


Christ made the bold statement that 
He had power to lay down His life, and 
power to take it up again. If He had 
been only a man He would not have had 
the power and could not have truth- 
fully made such a claim. After the many 
statements made by Him concerning His 
power and resurrection, if He had not 
come forth, all would have been vain. 
That is why the enemy put forth such 
effort to discredit or make believe that 
Christ did not rise, and one reason, I 
suppose, that there are so many proofs 
of His resurrection. All the glories and 
blessings of Christ depended on His res- 
urrection. Those living at that time wer 
eyewitnesses and testified over and over 
of the resurrection of Christ. The phy- 
sical earth witnessed not only to His 
death but to His resurrection. 

His enemies were satisfied to make the 
announcement that He had been cruci- 
fied and they were so careful about 
proving it, but our heavenly Father ar- 
ranged it so that every Jew in Jerusalem 
and all the followers of Christ knew 
that He died on the cross, and that is 
one of the proofs of His resurrection. If 
there had been no death, there could not 
have been a resurrection. It being thor- 
oughly proved that He had died, then 
we have overwhelming proof that He 
rose again—the earthquake; the mirac- 
ulous moving of the stone; the angels 
with their heavenly glory witnessed 
with their voices, “Christ is not here, 
but He has risen;” Mary finds Him 
walking in the garden; the two disciples 
walk with Him to Emmaus, and that 
evening after their return He appears 
to them; later He was seen of over five 
hundred brethren; He appears on the 
lake shore in the morning after the dis- 
ciples had been fishing; visits them 
many times, proving Himself by many 
infallible proofs, and finally leads them 
out as far as Bethany and gave them a 
command to go to Jerusalem and tarry 
for the power. 

Elijah was a type of life. Moses on the 
Mount of Transfiguration is a type of 
the resurrection, and both life and im- 
mortality have been brought to light 
through the resurrection of Christ. He 
shall become the resurrection unto all 
the righteous dead and life unto all the 
righteous living who are found on earth. 
He said, “Whosoever liveth and believ- 
eth on me.” 
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Listen to Paul’s words of comfort to 
the broken-hearted members of the 
church at Thessalonica, “For if we be- 
lieve that Jesus died and rose again even 
so them also that are fallen asleep in 
Jesus will God bring with him. For this 
we say unto you by the word of the 
Lord, that we that are alive and remain 
unto the coming of the Lord shall not 
prevent them which are asleep. For the 
Lord Himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of an arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first: Then 
we which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 1 
Thess. 4:14-17. 


The fact of His resurrection was clear- 
ly established in the minds of the apostles. 
They were in position to know the truth 
and they were not deceived. Peter could 
stand in the presence of the mob after 
the day of Pentecost, and declare to the 
men of Israel, “Jesus of Nazareth, a man 
approved of God among you by miracles 
and wonders and signs, which God did 
by him in the midst of you, as ye your- 
selves know: Him, being delivered up by 
the determinate counsel and foreknowl- 
edge of God, ye have taken and by 
wicked hands have crucified and slain 
him: Whom God hath raised up, having 
loosed the pains of death: because it was 
not possible that he should be holden of 
it.” Acts 2:22-24. 


Here is a glorious statement by Peter 
on the day he preached his wonderful 
sermon. This sermon had a wonderful ef- 
fect on the hearers and thousands were 
added to the church. Christ’s kingdom 
could not have been established upon a 
dead Christ. The preaching of a dead 
Christ could never have impressed His 
enemies. Peter preached a living Christ 
and Paul also preached a living Christ. 
These two men take the lead in the 
church dispensation. 


We see a young man so blind in sin 
and prejudice he stands-and guards the 
clothes of those who were stoning one of 
God’s messengers to death. He sees 
Stephen’s face as it is lighted up with the 
glory of God. No doubt he was touched 
by this wonderful scene. Heaven opened 
up and Jesus was seen standing, but this 
man, determined to destroy Christianity, 
goes into persecution wholesale, receives 
letters from the authorities and goes into 
distant cities to bind the Christians and 
bring them back. As he is journeying to 
Damascus a light shines upon him. The 
light is so great until he is stricken to 
the ground and he hears the voice of 
this resurrection Christ speaking to him. 
He cries out, “Who art thou, Lord?” and 
the voice says, “I am Jesus of Nazareth 
whom thou persecutest.” This is one of 
the great proofs of the resurrection, 
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Christ now lives and can speak to those 
on earth. This young man rises and be- 
gins his ministry that is a mighty power 
and a blessing to thousands. 

No one is so blind as those who do not 
know Christ to the free pardon of their 
sins, have rejected God’s love, and failed 
to accept the blessings it affords. On the 
other hand, no one is so positive and sure 
of the reality of Christ and His resurrec- 
tion as those who have sought Him with 
their whole hearts and are partakers of 
His holiness.
